HURON SCH 
BUDGET HEARING

At the June 18 Huron Board 
of Education meeting, the 
annual budget for the year 
ending June 30, 2002 was pre- 
sented by Business Manager 
Carol Miles. General fund 
expenditure assumptions 
include a.three-percent salary 
increase, five-percent to 13- 
percent health insurance 
increase, $220,000 for text- 
books and equipment, $55,000 
for roof repair and bleachers, 
and a natural gas increase of 
$45,000. 
Staff changes that _ will 
affect the general fund are the 


reduction of two elementary 
teachers and the addition of a 
librarian and three teachers for 
the new reading program. 

General fund mills levied 
will be 17.5087, reduced from 
17.846 for the 2000-01 school 
year. The budgeted general 
fund reyenues and expendi- 
tures both reflect a slight 
increase. The year-end general 
fund balance is expected to be 
$784,613, which has been the 
average year-end balance’ of 
the past four years. 

The debt fund will see an 
increase of 3.63 mills because 
of the 2001 bond issue, mak-

supervisor will be included. 
He continued, “I’ve heard peo- 
ple say she’s [Meyers] the 
developer’s best friend.

Louise Gajada pointed out 
that Meyers “is objective, lis- 
tens to citizens, is knowledge- 
able, and is fair. She’s doing a 
good job. We need her.” 

Ken Appleby observed the 
disarray when he first moved 
to the area. “Leslie has brought 
a breath of fresh air to this 
department,” he praised. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
told the Board that he’s 
amazed at what Huron 
Township is trying to do with 
the staff shortage in the build- 
ing department. He said he 
evaluated four other nearby 
communities and found that 
Huron’s building department 
has an activity level 20-per- 
cent higher than the average of 
the four yet with an average of 
two fewer employees.

Meyers told the Board “I 
spend one third of my time as 
a building official, which I’m 
not qualified to do.” She said 
she spends another third doing 
clerical work, which she was- 
n’t hired to do, thus costing the 
Township a lot for clerical 
duties, “I am one person doing 
three jobs,” she pointed out. 

Meyers continued, “I gave 
up a job I loved to come here. 
I took this job because I want- 
ed to make a difference.” She 
explained that if the building 
department had adequate 
staffing, there are a number of 
things she would like to help 
each Board member to achieve 


for the Township. 
Board members then asked 
Meyers several questions. 


O’Kelley asked about trans- 
portation needs. 

Meyers said that the build- 
ing department desperately 
needs a vehicle. Building 
inspectors and other depart- 
ment employees must use their 
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personal vehicles but are not 
reimbursed for mileage. 

Meyers answered a question 
about licensing requirements 
by explaining that a license 
isn’t required for the position 
she holds and that she feels 
confident in her ability to ful- 
fill her job description. 
However, she pointed out, 
“I’m not trained-to be a build- 
ing official.” Meyers said that 
today it’s very unusual for 
someone in her position to also 
be a certified building inspec- 
tor. 

Trustee Nora Adkins asked 
how many grants Meyers has 
applied for in the last year. 
Meyers said that she has only 
been able to apply for one 
because the department is 
understaffed. She said that one 
grant usually takes 80 hours to 
write. 

The evaluation process will 
continue at the next Board 
meeting when the Treasurer is 
present.
